The elec- 
tricity is carried into the ground by 
means of the cable, but; if it corrodes, 
and the ground connection is there- 
by broken, a fire is very liable to re- 
sult. Sce to it that the cable is sound 
and is deep enough in the ground to 
always be in damp earth. 

When building wire fences it is ad- 
visable to use ground wires about ev- 
ery five rods. Lightning is attracted 
by wire fencing and as, during a 
storm, animals will congregate near to 
fences, many of them are killed by 
contact with the wire. These ground 
wires may be of about No. 9 gauge 
wire, given one turn around cach 
strand of the fence, and carried into 
the earth beside the fencepost.

A New Zest Shown in Canadian Cat- 
tle Campaign 

A zest has entered into the cam- 
paign for de-horning Canadian cattle. 
The example of the most successful 
farmers is being copied by those quick 
to see the moncy-value of the idea, 

Probably a quarter of a million dol- 
lars a year are lost to farmers by the 
non-practice of a simple de-horning 
process, 

Live stock exchanges in Winnipeg, 
Toronto and Montreal especially en- 
courage de-horning. Practically all 
the American native cattle, with 
which Canadian farmers in the West 
have to compete, have the advantage 
of being thus treated. They bring a 
larger return in dollars and cents, 

In a circular by the Dominion gov 
ernment, farmers are told they will 
benefit briefly for the following reas 
ons: 1, Better appearance of the cat: 
tle; 2. Quieter, subdued nature, enab 
ling fattening at less cost; 3. More 
cattle can be shipped in one car by 
rail, saving [rcight cost. 

But it is when the animal is finally 
brought to slaughter that the value of 
de-horning is proved. Over 70,000 Ibs 
of meat,a year are actually reported 
at inspected Canadian packing plants 
alone as wasted through bruises in 
the flesh. Most of the bruises are 
caused by the animals horns while in 
transit from the farm to the market 
and the abattoir. 

That total represents the parts of 
meat utterly thrown away. There is 
a farther and even greater loss. When 
a piece of meat is removed from quar- 


.|ter of beef because of a bruise, the 


rest of the quarter or part of it, has 
often to be sold at a cent and one-half 
or two cents a pound less—not be- 
cause the meat is poor, but because 


that part of it has lost in appearance | 


and sale value. Probably one in ey- 
ery five cattle bought on Canadian 
stock yards suffers from injury which 
could be prevented were de-horning 
commonly practised. The packers’ 
buyer necessarily takes the loss into 
account and the farmer who sells the 
cattle takes the risk and a lower price. 

A united effort is now being made 
by the Dominion and Provincial. De- 
partments of Agriculture, the live 
stock exchanges throughout Cargetia, 
and the meat packers collectively to 
get a better knowledge diffused am- 
ong Canadian farmers of the-real im- 
portance of de-horning.

Western Prairies « 


Wheat is Canada's most important 
crop, It covers 36 percent of the land 
in-crops and forms 25 percent of the 


value of all crops. The centres of 


production are in the plains provinces 
and the peninsular of Ontario, the for- 
mer being by far the most important. 
Saskatchewan alone has more than 
one-half of the wheat acreage of the 
Dominion and ranks highest in the 
value of wheat relative to that of all 
crops. Manitoba and Alberta togeth- 
er, have more than three-fourths of 
the balance. 

The Canadian crop is mainly spring- 
sown, but winter wheat is found in 
Ontario and Alberta, and a small acre- 
age in Manitoba. In Ontario the hea- 
vy snows and lack of extreme temper- 
atures favor winter wheat. High rain- 
fall (30 to 40 inches), and humidity 
produce also a soft wheat. Southern 
Alberta, owing in part to the warming 
influence of Chinook winds, has a

In all the prairie areas the wheat. 
is very hard and of high quality when 
satisfactorily matured, ‘This applies 
to both the spring and winter types, 
The spring wheat grown in the park 
belt is likely to be piebald or semi- 
hard, and the winter wheat at present 
grown in the Swan River Valley is 
of similar texture. 

The soil conditions that in general 
meet these requirements are the fal- 
low, “breaking” and corn ground or 
land having produced some other hoed 
crop.

Demand For Best Grades WilL,Con- 
tinue to Improve 

How many big draft horses are 

there, either grades or purebreds? 

Western Canada hasn’t a surplus any- 

way: In Canada there has been no 


more breeding done than in the Unit- 
ed States, and what breeding has been 
done has been mostly of the smaller 
class of horse. Saskatchewan alone 
has 100,000 worthless horses today. 

According to economists, prices of 
horses before the war were propor- 
tionally too high, higher than almost 
any other class of article. During the 
war, prices of horses did not go Up, 
while prices of almost everything else 
did, This along with a world-wide 
appeal for grains and meats, and the 
high prices being paid for these mat- 
erials was responsible for the depres- 
sion in the business, 

There is a revolution due, however, 
in the horse business. The day of the 
cayuse is gone, These light horses 
are being offered by the thousands at 
but a few cents a pound. Some horse- 
men are now advocating making meat 
of them for shipment to the countries 
where horse meat is consumed, Some 
shipments, in fact, have recently been 
made, 

Whether or not Canada is going 
to play any great part in supplying 
horses to Europe, there is one part 
she will have to play, and that is her 
own, “We are alone in our own 
boat.” We cannot look to European 
countries for large shipments of pure- 
bred horses to build up our studs. 
They are busy with their own recon- 
struction, : 

Therefore, the man who can go out 
now and purchase a few good mares, 
with a view to producing horses of 
the big drafty type, would appear to 
be taking advantage of the situation. 
Many are out after mares like these 
right now. They are also after suit- 
able stallions to mate with these 
mares, and they seem to be having dif- 
ficulty in finding them. 

In view of these facts can we not 
say the future of the. horse industry 
looks bright. 

The automobile people have almost 
advertised horsemen out of existence, 
says Geo. F. Mason, Union Stock 
Yards, Chicago. 

With an idea of bringing bringing 
before the public the real facts of the 
case, there has recently been formed 
an association called the “Horse As- 
sociation of America,” a non-profit or- 
ganization backed by horsebreeders 
representing all breeds of horses, by 
the saddlery and harness interests;

Both. Suffering From Their Own Re- 
volutionary Misdeeds 

Ireland and Germany are both suf- 
fering from their own revolutionary 
misdeeds, Both need a strong hand, 
if they are not—as the result of the 
new phase of the Irish situation aris- 
ing out of the Cork murders—to land 
themselves in the predicament of Rus- 
sia, under Bolhevism, In Russia ov- 
er 30,000,000 people have met their 
death since August, 1914, and about 
20,000,000 of these have lost their 
lives through civil war, famine and 
disease. Last year in Germany there 
was a heavy death-roll through civil 
war, When we come to Ireland the 
Sinn Fein revolutionaries between 
May, 1916, and December last have 
been responsible for 1,529 outrages, 
including murder, highway robbery, 
incendiarism, and firing into dwellings 
In Ireland there is a similar condition 
of affairs, similar, but on a smaller 
scale, to that existing in Germany and 
Russia, yet there is no excuse-for af- 
ter-war revolution in Ireland, ‘Ire- 
land has profiteered more than any 
other country between 1914 and today. 


Canada’s Population 


Next Census Likely to Show A Pop- 
ulation of Considerably Over 
Nine Million 

Canada’s next census ig likely to 
show a population or the Dominion 
of over nine million people, Figures 
recently published and based on de- 
partmental estimates, gave the popul- 
ation of the Dominion as 8,835,102, 
While these estimates in the past have 
proven approximately correct, it is to 


,be pointed out that they covered a 


period which ended on March 31, 1919 
nearly a year ago. Since that time 
there has been a great influx of peo- 
ple to Canada, 

The major portion of Canada’s 
overseas forces around the four hund- 


‘red thousand mark, has returned to 


Canada since that date, and immigra- 
tion from Great Britain, which lan- 
guished during the war years, has re- 
vived to a considerable extent. There 
has also been a considerable’ move- 
ment from the United States, With 
the return of such a large portion 
of the male population from overseas 
the natural increase should be much 
in excess of the period from 1914 to 
1919, With all these factors consid- 
ered, it would not be surprising if 
even the estimate of nine millions 
should be greatly exceeded,

The {‘Chicago Tribune,’’ printed an 
editorial recently as follows: ‘‘In em- 
phasizing the great number, of deaths 
and injuries cawsed by motor car acci- 
dents ‘The Tribune’’ is trying to bring 
home to the average motorist that a 
great majority of inishaps are the reselt 
of carelessness, 


Pedestrians Careless 


“It is an aphorism that an automobil- 
ist must not only watch himself but the 
other fellow as well. Drivers often are 
victims of carelessness of others. And 
this is just as true of pedestrians as 
motorists, 

**Too many pedestrians fail to observe 
the simple precaution of ‘stop, look and 
listen.’’ Too many pedestrians insist 
upon personal privilege to the point of 
disastrous Collision with an automobile. 
A motorist may plainly be beyond his 
rights by speeding, by thrusting his car 
over a crossing, or by driving on the 
wrong side of the road, The fact that a 
motorist is guilty of gross law violation 
hardly compensates the pedestrian who 
persists in martyrdom to. establish the 
legality of his position and the lawless- 
ness Of motorists 

‘A pedestrian, hanghtiiy conscious 
ef his right to cross a street, will saunter 
casually, though the pavement be slip- 
pery, and thongh there is not the slight- 
est assurance, that the approaching 
motor, tous of steel, will not resist the 
brakes and skid down uponhim There 
is no question here of the pedestrian’s 
rights; the motorigt may clearly be at 
fault, but what principle has been rein- 
forced after the pedestrian has been kill- 
od or injured?”’

National Rail- 
ways, and the latter ate regarded. as} 
an asset, but as a matter of fact and 
comm@gn knowledge these railways 
are ndt earning operating expenses, 
not td) mention interest on the cap- 
ital invested in them. Consequently, 
in casting up the national balance} 
sheet,ithe people must be taxed to} 
meet Hoth operating deficits and the 
wholefintcrest outlay on the money in- 
vested’in, and the stocks, bonds and 
debengures outstanding against these 
railways. 

Forsthe current year it is estimated 
that fd less a sum than $350,000,000 
will bgjrequired to meet ordinary ex- 
it res, and a further substantial 
must be made to the nation- 
t:to cover certain capital expen- 
ditur@§i to which the country is al- 
teadyfcommitted and which cannot be 
avoided. 

OF this $350,000,000, about $125,000,- 
000 w4ll be eaten up as interest on the 
publi¢ ‘debt. In the neighborhood of 
$50,000,000 will be required to cover 
operating deficits and interest pay- 
mentglon account of the national rail- 

yaysi:?, Thus these two items alone 
will GByosoraf. one-half of the entire 


fons; Vocational training 
for soldiers, .hospital accommodation 
and treatment for soldiers, and in var- 
fous forms of soldiers’ civil re-estab- 
lishment work. Some millions are to 
be spent in grants on a population 
basis to the provinces for highway 
construction; a few millions will be 
used to meet the deficit in the opera- 
tion of the post office department; 
and all the expenses of government, 
including the Civil Service, adminis- 
tration of justice, militia and police 
establishment, subsidies to the provin- 
ces, and all the mutiplicity of services 
devolving upon the Federal Govern- 
rgent must be met. 


The people of Canada, who are the 
taxpayers, and who must bear the bur- 
den of providing the money to meet 
all these obligations, must seriously 
consider the national situation, and es- 
pecially so at times when they may 
be inclined to urge additional expen- 
ditures of one kind or another for 
very laudable and even necessary pur- 
poses. Canada must, however, curtail 
its expenditures to a point where they 
can be covered by the revenue. This 
country cannot continue living on bor- 
rowed moncy and by going still deep- | 
er into debt. There must be national | 
as well as_ individual retrenchment. | 
Instead of getting deeper into debt, | 
the time approaches when we must! 
agrec to still heavier taxation in order ; 
to begin the process of liquidating the 
national debt, as it is now being done 
in Great Britain. 

There is nothing in the national sit- 
wation, however, to despair over or 
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| become pessimistic abut. Canada has 
the resources and the energy and the 


j ability to meet all its obligations, pro- 


ceed with its development, and add to 
the wealth, prosperity and happiness 
of its people. But it cannot be ac- 
complished by continual criticism, by 
secking to tear down existing institu- 
tions in order to apply a lot of fin- 
baked theories and untested methods 
The world, Canada included, has had 
enough of destructfon within the past 
five or six years, What is now neces- 
sary is constructive enterprise, and 
that can only be brought about by 
work, and by people generally realiz- 
ing that it-is impossible to get some- 
thing for nothing; that, on the con- 
trary, the present tendency of most 
people to be slackers at their job, to 
insist upon double the wages formerly 
received in return for about half as 
much labor and effort on their part, 
must be abandoned. 


Hard work is in sight for most of 
us. If we do not make up our minds 
to undertake such work now, buckle 
down to our jobs, and produce to the 
maximum of our powers in whatever 
occupation we may be engaged, at the 
same time cutting out luxuries, and 
saving the last possible dollar.—well, 
we are but slightly delaying the time 
when dire. force of necessity will com- 
pel us to do these things, and the lon- 
ger the delay before doing what we 
ought to do, the greater the loss and 
the more severe the penalty will be. 

If we don’t eliminate luxuries and 
save now; if we still think we can 
produce less and consume more; if 
we continue to delude ourselves that 
we can indefinitely continue to receive 
double pay for half as much work, 
nothing can prevent hard times. If 
such times come as a result of our 
folly, we will not only do without lux- 
uries, but may find ourselves hard 
pressed to obtain necessities, i 

There is only one solution, in Can- 
ada as elsewhere. It is not theoriz- 
ing; it is work—hard, practical, pro- 
ductive work,

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National Research Institute 


Institution Would Meet The Require. 
ments for Developing the 
Natural Resources 

Plans for the establishment of a 
national research institute for Canada, 
were before the commons committee 
on scietific research recently, It was 
recommended that a site of at least 5 
acres should be secured near Ottawa 
and a building of laboratory type four 
Stories in height, to cost $500,000 to 
be erected, 

The scientific instruments required 
would cost approximately $100,000 and 
salaries would require about $100,000 
per annum, 

This institute would be similar to 
the bureau of standards at Washing- 
ton and the Mellon institute at Pitts- 
burgh, It was felt that such an in- 
stitution would meet the most pres- 
sing requirements for developing nat- 
ural resources and make provision for 
assistance to Canadian industries, 

A bill covering the establishment of 
such an institution is to be drafted by 
a sub-committee composed of Dr, S. 
B. Steele, Dr. Thompson (Yukon); 
and Dr, R. J. Manion (Fort William), 
who will report back to the commit- 
tee,

Deniand for Men Better 
34,440 Workers Were Placed During 
Month of March 
The employment situation in Can- 
ada is improving, according to figures 


-|published in the Labor Gazette for 


April. The employment service con- 
nected with the department of labor 
placed altogether 34,400 people in em- 
ployment during the month of March 
and received 41,700 applications for 
employment. The department was 
notified of 38,200 vacancies, All these 
figures represent an increase over the 
previous month and the previous year 
There was a steady increase in em- 
ployment in all provinces except the 
prairies, where a decline was report- 
ed. 

There was less loss of time due to 
strikes in March, 22 strikes were re- 
ported, involving 3,789 people and re- 
presenting a loss of 43,169 working 
days. Sixteen strikes remained unset- 
tled at the end of the month, Reports 
were received from five conciliation 
boards and applications were received 
for five more. Two boards were ap- 
pointed in addition to these on appli- 
cation received previously.

Make A Home on the Farm 


A Farm Must Be Self-supporting Be- 
fore A Farmer Can Become A 
Contented Home-maker 
One cause of the present unrest 
among the farming population of the 
west is the lack of home times, What 
do I mean by that? I mean, that the 
average settler in the semi-arid  re- 
gion regards himself as a temporary 
occupant of the land rather than as a 
permanent fixture—a permanent citi- 
zen of the country. As a result of 
this feeling he has not developed the 
home-making trait. He intends to 
get a big crop sometime and sell out 
to someone from the east. No coun- 
try can be prosperous until the farm- 
ers have a settled determination not 
only to live in the country but to die 
there. A community without grave- 

yard is an uncertain quantity. 

The farm home must be self-sup- 
porting. The farmer who sells his 
hogs and buys ham and bacon, who 
sells his cream and buys butter and 
the farmer who raises cattle and lives 
on condensed milk, will never become 
a contented home-maker, 

A one-crop system will never devel- 
op a contented community, The 
farmer must first of all be a “nester” 
—he must be rooted to his farm in so 
far as he regards it as a home for him- 
self and his family. 

A wheat farm will never become a 
home, neither will a cattle- ranch nor 
a sheep ranch. A farm home that 
is sustained by a few cows, hens, hogs, 
sheep and sufficient of other stock, in- 
cluding goats, to consume the forage 
of the farm will hold a contented fam- 
ily. And without contentment there 
is no permanence, 

The last three years have demon- 
strated the futility of trying to de- 
velop a country with one crop. The 
farmers of the so-called dry farming 
states must diversify their crops, plant 
corn, Sudan grass, millet, rye, barley 
and other crops that can be fed on 
the place, Then get by any means 
possible the stock to feed it up and 
and there will be no returning to the 
homes in the east and middle west, 

A farm home without chickens and 
calves, and pigs and lambs, and colts 
is like a home without children, It 
is a misortune for any child to be 
born and raised on a farm that is not 
stocked with animal pets. 

The farm home must be self-sus- 
taining. We must get back to some 
of the customs of our fathers when 
nearly everything that was needed 
by the family was produced at home; 
when the family made its own sugar, 
raised its own honey, killed its meat 
and made its butter and soap, when 
ithe cellar was filled with everything 
that was good to eat, and the garret 
with dried fruit. We as farmers may 
be forced to go back to the days of 
spinning and weaving to clothe the 
| farnily, for at the present rate of in- 
icrease of cost there will be no other 
way. We must abandon the idea that 
the farm is a factory and make of it 
a home where we can live and escape 
to some degree the profiteer — we 
must make a home of the farm, —

Trees for Roadsides 


Wind-Break to Prevent Early Frosts 
; And Other Evils 

Newer Canada will learn as older 
parts of) the Dominion have had to 
learn the value of trees both in wood 
aréas and on the roadside. Dr. W. W. 
Andrews recently addressed a gather- 
ing of members of the Kiwanis Club 
at. Regina on tree planting in. the 
country planning. 

The doctor dealt very fully with the 
question of planting trees on either 
side of the main roads in Saskatchc- 
wan, and made the positive statement 
that if such were done, autos could 
be used for twelve months in the year 
instead of about half that length of 
time as is the case now. In order to 
do this, the gauge of sleighs must also 
be enlarged, a matter which has been 
mooted for some time, 

A line of trees on either side of the 
road would prevent the drifts from 
congregating on the highway itself, 
and thus, where the sleighs and autos 
would run, the ordinary fall of snow 
would obtain, The trees, forming a 
wind-break, would also keep the way- 
farer warm, 

The value of trees from the view- 
point of keeping water in. the ground 
was also made apparent by the speak- 
er, and again as a wind-break to prev- 
ent early frosts and other evils which 
are the enemies of crops.

Peasants Plan to Plant Cabbages On 
The Estate of Emperor 
Hadrian’s Villa 

The Vissochi decree, authorizing 
under certain conditions, the invasion 
of uncultivated land by the peasants 
is having an unlooked-for sequel at 
Tivoli, where the remains of the Em- 
peror Hadrian’s villa stands. 

Visitors to this superb relic of Im- 
perial Rome, will learn with some- 
thing ‘approaching horror that the 
peasants of the countryside have 
formed the plan of invading the site 
and planting cabbages and artichokes 
in the precincts of the famous monu- 


ment. The villa is government prop- 
erty, and the ruins themselves are 
guarded, but all the adjoining land 


ought equally to be left free for pos- 
sible future excavations, which would 
doubtless reveal archaeological and 
artistic treasures of the first import- 
ance, 

The Archaeological association of 
Rome has addressed an urgent letter 
to the minister of public instruction 
and another to the under-secretary 
for fine arts, and the latest news is 
that steps will be taken at once to 
prevent ,any damage to the famous 
villa. . 


“Hideous Irish Record 


Thirty-Five Persons Murdered In 
Little More Than Year 

A return of the outrages committed 
in Ireland since January, 1919, shows 
that 30 police and soldiers and five 
civilians have been murdered and 81 
wounded or shot at. There were 426 
raids for arms and the robberies to- 
tal 1,089. Of the number reported, 
528 took place in Munster, 134 in 
Connaught and 269 in Leinster. 

Mrs. Bell, widow of the late Alan 
Bell, the resident magistrate who was 
asassinated near Ballbridge, Dublin, 
has lodged a claim for $50,000 com- 
pensation for the murder of her hus- 
band,

Airships 

The Germans are working fever- 
ishly to construct giant commercial 
and passenger airships and airplanes, 
according to a report from Roman: 
shorn, The first trials were success 
folly held of two monster machine 
above Lake Constance. 

The airship Nordstern, greatly sur- 
passing the Zeppelin Lodensee in size, 
capacity and power, flew for a half 
hour around the Jake with a crew of 
seven men, At the sanic time a new 
giant hydroplane, whose motors to- 
talled 1,000 horse-power, made aerial 
trips with 20 passengers. 

Both machines were recently com- 
pleted at Friedrichshaven, where the 
airship factory is said to have doub- 
led in size since the armistice, and 
other monsters have already been be- 
gun, The Germans are concealing the 
results of the trials, and no reports of 
them are published in the press.
